Last year a resettlement area was faced with a problem. 
The food parcels they received from America were 
going to waste. The five pounds of corn starch, flour 
and milk powder allotted to each person was being sold 
because they were unable to produce a nourishing. food - 
with these ingredients: — 


The resettlement area 
built by an American Roman 
Cutholic mission, and the 
American missionary In charge, 
Father Howard Trube, hit upon 
the idea of combining these 
fuodstuffs to produce noodics. 

After = much experimenting 
with the three Ingredients, 
Father Trube and his associates 
decided the best mixture result- 
ed from 76 per cent . flour, 25 
per cent carn starch and five 
per cent milk powder. 


Not Enough 


After more than six’ months 
of operating, the factory is pro- 
ducing some 11,000 pounds per 
day, but even this is not enough 
to feed the many hungry people 
of .the Kowloon City area. 

Enough money s raised by 
the mission, and sdgn a small 
hut was built to house\a noodle 
factory. 

Thug Father Trube was able 
to make sure that the reelplents 
cf five pounds of noodles, re- 
celved five pounds of nourish- 
ment, and‘thal the people- in 
America had the satisfactlon of 
knowlng that their gift went 100 
per cent {to the people whu 
needed’ it most. :

a very simple -process, First of 
all the corn starch is mixed

The corn starch-milk pow ter-
